4 Powers Will Meet in Effort 
To Settle Crisis Over Czechs; 
Hitler Postpones Mobilization 


(By the Associated Press) 
Peace in Europe appeared to have been insured for at least 
another 24 hours by an announcement today that the leaders 
of Great Britain, Germany, Italy and France would meet at 
Munich Thursday in an effort to avert war and that Germany 
would postpone mobilization. 
Prime Minister Chamberlain told the house of commons 
he had been invited by Chancellor Hitler to meet with Pre­ 
mier Mussolini, Premier Daladier and the reichsfuehrer to 
seek a way out of the situation which had all Europe rushing 
war preparations at top speed.

th a n usual. 
W hile the hpldover 
supply of canned apples is larger 
this year th an usual, due m ostly 
to the unusually large apple crop 
a year ago w hich 
glutted

m arket there was every reason to 
feel th a t the dem and for th e fresh 
fruit would consum e th e supply. 
"W ith conditions as they are in

"To counteract th a t situation to 
a certain extent, there is an ex ­ 
ceptionally large citrus crop this 
year and when you consider th a t 
th e people use ju st so m uch fru it 
each year, w hether it be apples, 
citrus or w hat have you, th e apple 
m arket is som ew hat affected.”

becomes favorable for its develop­ 
m ent, rep o rts County Agent M. T. 
H artm an. 
“ Foliage injury may occur where 
the vines are green," lie says. “Tuber 
roots m ay become serious unless care 
is tuken in harvesting and storing 
the crop 
R ots result from rains 
w ashing spores of the fungus from 
th e foliage to th e tubers. The extent 
of injury is largely determ ined by the 
am ount of rain fall between the tim e 
of infection and the tim e of digging 
He suggests digging a blight-in ­ 
fected crop w hen the soil and w eath­ 
er are dry. throw ing out all tubers 
show ing signs of rot or decay. 
It is 
advisable to place the potatoes in 
tem porary storage to give them an 
opportunity to dry thoroughly. A ft­ 
er ten days or two weeks they will 
usually be sufficiently dried for p er­ 
m an en t storage. 
If reasonable care 
is taken in rem oving all tubers show ­ 
ing appreciable rot at the tim e of 
sorting preparatory to storage, lit­ 
tle fu rth e r trouble usually develops.

PRESIDENT'S 2D 
PEACE APPEAL 
COES TO HITLER 


Washington. Sept. 28 (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt appealed anew to 
Adolf Hitler late Tuesday night to 
avoid plunging Europe into the holo­ 
caust of war. 
Unlike his earlier plea for peace 
which went to Czechoslovakia, Great 
Britain and Fiance as well as Ger­ 
many, the President directed his 
message only to Hitler, thereby in­ 
dicating he 
believed 
the reichs- 
fuehrer 
would 
be 
responsible 
if 
negotiations to avert 
war broke 
down now. 
“Present negotiations still stand 
open," he said. 
“They can be con­ 
tinued if you will give the word." 
The 
President 
suggested, 
too, 
possible convoking of a general par­ 
ley in some neutral spot in Europe 
where all nations “directly interest­ 
ed in the present controversy” could 
meet 
and 
settle 
their 
troubles 
pacifically. 
He made it clear at the same time. 
however, that the United States 
would neither sponsor nor attend 
such a meeting and that it was for 
Europe to work out its own solu­ 
tion unaided. 
He had made his pleas for peace, 
he said, because; 
“The conscience and the impelling 
desire of the people of my country 
demand that the voice of their gov­ 
ernment be raised again and yet 
again to avert and to avoid war." 
The decision to send the second 
appeal was reached at a cabinet 
meeting Tuesday afternoon. Shortly 
before, Mr. Roosevelt and his cabi­ 
n e t had listened to Premier Cham­ 
berlain’s speech from London anc! 
carefully examined Hitler’s reply to 
the President's earlier appeal. 
To some of the President’s ad­ 
visers. informed persons said, it ap­ 
peared the fuehrer had carried the 
world even closer to war by the 
language of his reply. 
The reichsfuehrer's reply said the 
possibility of adjusting the Sudeten 
question had been "exhausted" and 
made clear Germany would regard 
Czechoslovakia 
as 
responsible 
if 
war came. 
The—President met—press corre­ 
spondents 
immediately 
after 
the 
cabinet session, but would not dis­ 
cuss the foreign situation. 
In 
his message, the 
President 
noted Hitler’s historical review of 
errors contributing to the present 
threatened war, but said the chief 
question now was "the fate of the 
world today and tomorrow.” 
“The world asks of us who at this 
moment are heads of nations the 
.supreme capacity to achieve the 
destinies of nations without forcing 
upon them as a price, the mutilation 
and death of millions of citizens,” 
he said 
“Should you agree to a solution 
in this peaceful manner I am con­ 
vinced that hundreds of millions 
throughout the world would recog­ 
nize your action as an outstanding 
historic service to all humanity."
